Plants  growing  about  this  Town,  becaufe  many  of 
the  rare  ones  at  this  time,  are  not  to  be  found  in 
the  Places  therein  referred  to,  which  have  of  late

hath  difcovered  all  the  Plants  growing  round  him. 
Thofe  Gentlemen  who  are  fond  of  the  Study  muji  be 
fenfbky  that  a jingle  Perfon^  whofe  neceffary  at- 
tention in  the  different  Branches  of  his  PrcfeJJion 
was  fully  engagedy  could  not  afford  fufficient  Lei- 
furCy  however  fervent  his  Inclination  might  bCy  to 
fearch  at  proper  Seafo?is  every  corner  of  a Difribl 
Five  or  Six  Miles  Diameter y when  even  the  great 
Mr.  Ray  could  make  confderahle  Additions  to  the 
Jirfl  Catalogue  of  his  Cambridgefhire  PlantSy  and 
yet  leave  many  unobfervedy  to  be  added  thereto  by 
Dr.  Martyn,  and  others.

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INTRODUCTION. 


H E IJland  of  Shepey,  with  the  annexed  Penin- 


fulas  of  Harty  and  Elmly,  furrounded  by  the 
Waters  of  the  Thames,  the  Medway,  and  the  Sea,  is 
upwards  of  Thirty  Miles  in  Circumference,  about 
T’hirteeen  in  Length  from  Shellnefs  to  Sheernefs,  and 
in  its  great efl  Breadth  about  Six.  It  hath  long  been 
noted  for  producing  large^antities  of  Sheep  (from  whence 
probably  it  derived  its  Name)  as  well  as  Corn  j and 
exhibits  to  the  inquijitive  Naturalijl  a mojl  definable 
Spot,  by  affording  on  its  Surface  many  rare  Plants, 
and  more  effecially  in  the  Bowels  of  its  Northern 
fo  great  a ^antity  and.  Variety  of  Foffils,  both 
native  and  extraneous,  as  are  fcarcely  to  be  paralled. 

^efe  Cliffs  are  in  Length  about  Six  Miles  from  Eaji 
to  Weft,  gradually  declining  at  each  End  the  more 
elevated  Parts  whereof  reach  about  two-thirds  of  their 
extenfion,  and  are,  at  the  very  higheft  of  them  about 
Minfter,  not  lefs  than  Lhirty  Yards  in  perpendicular 
Height  ahoie  the  Beach  or  Shore,  and  being  compofed 
of  day,  and  conftantly  wajhed  at  their  Bafts  by  the 
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^ides  which  beat  againji  them  more  efpecially  when 
driven  by  Jlrcng  Eafierly  JVinds,  they  are  continually 
wafting  more  or  lefs^  and  falling  down  upon  the  Shored 
where  the  Clay  being  by  degrees  wajhed  away^  the 
Fcjftls  are  left  in  great  Abundance.  So  great  is  the 
Lojs  of  the  Land  at  the  highefi  Parts,  that  fometimes 
near  an  Acre  of  it  hath  funk  down  at  once,  though 
thefe  Falls  are  indeed  extraordinary. 

Minder,  Shurland,  and  Warden,  are  the  three 
Manors  to  which  thefe  Cliffs  appertain,  the  Proprietors 
whereof  hire  them  out  to  different  Owners  of  Coper  as 
Works,  who  employ  the  neighbouring  Poor  to  colleCl 
the  Pyrites  or  Copperas  Stone  upon  the  Beach,  at 
the  Rate  of  about  a Shilling  per  Bujkel,  which  they 
depcjit  in  Heaps,  when  colleCied,  until  a ^antity 
Juficient  to  load  a Hoy  is  procured,  when  it  is  meafured 
and  paid  for. 

Fhefe  Coperas  Gatherers,  from  the  Author's  firft 
Vifits  were  induced  to  preferve  and  carry  home  every 
Fhing  that  feemed  to  their  Apprehen/ion  fomewhat 
particular,  and  having  fince  met  with  Encouragement, 
and  acquired  fome  Information  relative  to  what  was 
rnoft  deftrable  by  the  Curious,  they  have  generally  from 
that  Time  referved  fuch,  until  Inquiries  have  been 
made  for  them.  Many  rare  Specimens,  both  native 
aitd  extraneous,  far  beyond  any  equal  Space  of  Ground, 

perhaps

preferved.  Indeedy  more  may  thus  be  obtained^  at  a 
very  eafy  Expencey  than  by  the  mofi  diligent  Fcjfilijls 
ahney  as  they  cannot  allow  due  'Time  to  examine  the 
Shore  fuficiently.  This  is  evidently  confirmed  by  com-' 
paring  the  Specimens  from  this  Coafiy  recited  in  the 
Works  of  our  mofi  celebrated  * 'Naturaliftsy  with  thofe 
in  the  enfuing  Catalogue.  The  Author  doubts  not  that 
many  curious  Specimens  have  efcaped  his  InquirieSy  and 
as  the  Cliffs  ^are  daily  dropping  their  Contents  more  or 
lefsy  he  is  fully  affured  that  there  will  always  remain 
a Variety  fuffcient  to  gratify  every  Lover  of  the  Studyy 
whenever  they  may  choofe  to  take  a Trip  thither.  But 
alas  I One  difagreeable  Circumftance  attending  a con- 
Jiderable  Part  of  the  Foffils  here  coileSledy  is,  that  they 
are  fo  much  impregnated  with  Pyritical  Matter,  that 
after  being  for  fame  Time  placed  in  a Cabinet,  the 
Salts  thereof  fhoot  and  entirely  deftroy  them.  Happy 
would  it  be,  could  feme  certain  Remedy  be  difeovered 
whereby  this  Accident  might  be  prevented.  The  Lofs 
of  many  valuable  Specimens  by  this  Caufe,  together 
with  his  Difiance  from  any  inquifiiive  and  able 
NaturalifiSy  at  laft  induced  the  Author  to  difpofe  of 
his  whole  Coll&Bion  to  Ingham  Foster,  Efpy 

* Dr.  Grew,  Mr.  Llhuyd,  Mr.  Petiver,  Dr.  Woodward, 
Mr.  Dale,  and  Dr.  Hill. 
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Merchant  of  London,  'where  it  new  forms  no  incon-

i/(f,  many  Tears  fince,  entertained  Thoughts  of 
publijhing  a dejeriptive  Catalogue  of  all  the  Fojftls 
there^  by  him  colledied.,  but  was  prevented,  as  well  by 
more  neeejfary  Attachments  as  the  ’Difficulty  of  the 
Undertaking : However,  it  having  been  intimated  to 
him  that  a concife  Account  of  them  would  not  be 
deemed  an  unacceptable  Appendix  to  his  PLx^NTj®] 
FAVERSHAMIENSES,  in  avhich  fcveral  of  the 
Shepey  Plants  are  recited,  as  no  fpecial  Account  of 
ihefe  Foffils  hath  been  offered  to  the  Public,  and  as 
thofe  that  have  been  already  noted  by  the  before  cited 
Authors  arc  difperfed  in  their  JVorks,  and  as  many 
others  have  not  as  yet  been  publiffed,  he  complied  ‘with 
the  Propofal,  and  fet  about  revijing  his  Notes  and 
Obfervations,  and  no'iv  offers  thi>  jhort  Account  of  the 
Difeoveries  made  there  in  his  annual  Vifts  for  above 
thefe  Thirty  Tears  paji  •,  at  firji  folely  for  the  Purpofe 
of  colleSiing  thefe  elegant  Bodies,  and  afterwards  to 
fuperintend  his  private  Affairs,  having  acqiiired  fame 
Property  in  the  IJland,  not  far  difiamt  from  the  Cliffs. 

What  the  candid  Reader  may  expedl  in  the  following 
Catalogue  is,  a general  Account  of  the  'Variety  of  the 
Foflil  Bodies,  both  native  and  extraneous,  reduced  into 
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feme  Order  under  particular  Heads^  with  Notice  of 
iheir  decrees  of  Rarity.  If  what  is  offered  Jhall 
afford  any  Information  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
Lovers  of  Natural  Hiftcry^  the  Author  will  think 
hlmfelf  fufficiently  rewarded  for  this  Attempt  of  ex- 
hibiting the  Out-lines  of  a Work  which  merits  the 
Abilities  of  a Perfon  of  more  Judgment  and  greater 
Leifure,  to  enlarge  and  perfeU^  than  he  pretends  to  be 
] offejjed  of.  He  cannot  conclude  however,  without 
obferving,  that  from  the  contemplation  of  fo  great  a 
Variety  of  extraneous  Fcfftls  difeovered  in  thefe  Cliffs, 
which  were  evidently  the  produce  of  very  different 
Climates,  he  thinks  himfelf  rationally  induced  to  believe, 
that  nothing  fhort  of  an  univerfcl  Deluge  could  he  a 
Caufe  adequate  to  fuch  an  Effelt.

Coperas  Stones^  are  the  mod  frequent  of  all  tl  e 
Foflils  of  the  Cliffs : They  are  of  various  Forms  and 
Sizes;  round,  botryoide,  flat,  varying  in  every  De- 
gree, as  well  in  Figure  as  Colour,  and  impregnating 
mod  of  the  other  Foflils  found  here. 

LUDUS  HELMONTir.- 

the  Waaen  Vein  ; Nodules  of  which  are  lodged  in 
the  Cliffs  in  great  Numbers;  they  are  generally  flat 
and  oval,  and  of  various  Sizes,  fometimes  exceed- 
ing two  Feet  in  length,  all  are  covered  with  Coats 
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in  the  Cliffs,  but  are  frequently  feen  denudated  on 
the  Beach  ; the  jT alt  are  of  different  Sizes  and 
Forms,  generally  they  pafs  ftrait  from  one  flat 
Surface  of  the  Nodule  to  the  other ; in  fome  there 
is  a double  Set  of  them,  running  only  half  through 
the  Body,  with  intermediate  fparry  Partitions;  which 
being  generally  of  a waxen  Colour,  at  firff;  gave 
this  Nodule  its  Name.  The  Number  of  the  'tali 
in  different  Nodules  are  indeterminate;  both  the 
tali  and  Septa  vary  in  Colour  in  different  Speci- 
mens — they  are  very  common.

Bodies,  which  are  cru dated,  ferrugineous,  and  of 
a rounded  F'orm,  covered  with  various  Crufts  of  the 
. Colour  of  the  Clay  cf  the  Cliffs,  and  of  different

CALCULI. 

Pelhles.  Amongft  the  numbers  on  the  Beach, 
there  have  been  fome  Specimens  colleded,  which 
by  polifhing  have  proved  very  elegant. 

SELENITE  S. 

Selenite,  is  found  here  in  great  Plenty,  chiefly 
of  the  columnar  fort,  fome  Specimens  exceed  fix 
Inches  in  length,  but  moft  are  of  ftiorter  dimen- 

fions, 
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irons,  which  are  common.  The  rhomboidal  Sort 
is  not  near  fo  common. 

LEPA  STRUM.  D.  Hill. 

The  Starry,  Waxen  Vein,  is  a Foflil  peculiar  to 
thefe  Cliffs,  not  having  as  yet  been  difcovered  elfe- 
where  to  the  Author’s  Knowledge.  Dr.  Hill  hath 
made  from  their  Forms  three  Sorts  of  it,  to  w'hich 
others  might  be  added  if  nicely  attended  to.  It  is 
ever  affixed  to  the  Septa  of  the  Ludus  Helmontii, 
where  the  Fiffures  are  fo  far  divided  as  to  permit 
the  Stars  to  fhoot.  The  largeft  Specimens  do  not 
exceed  three  Inches  in  Length,  and  thefe  are  very 
rare ; thole  are  generally  of  a much  lefs  Size  that 
are  common. 

S U C C I N U M. 

Amher,  is  very  uncommon;  a few  Specimens 
only,  and  thofe  fmall  and  tranfparent,  are  to  be 
found  here.

Fojftl  Fruits,  of  very  different  Kinds,  are  here 
collefted,  in  Variety  and  Number  exceeding  all 
that  have  been  mentioned  by  Writers  on  this  Branch 
of  Natural  Hiftory : Many  of  them  have  been 
drawn  and  compared  with  recent  ones,  in  a par- 
ticular Account  given  of  them  by  the  Author’s 
late  learned  Friend,  Dr.  James  Parfons,  in  the 
Philofophical  Tranfadtions  — Vol.  L.  Parti,  p.  396. 
Thefe  have  by  fome  been  imagined  mere  Sports  of 
Nature  amongft  the  Coperas  ; but  as  all  the  Speci- 
mens have  not  the  misfortune  to  be  impregnated 
by  it,  fome  few,  and  thofe  very  elegant  ones,  being 
entirely  free  from  it,  and  petrified,  that  Conceit 

without  further  Difcuflion,  muft  fall  to  the  Ground.

The  Heads  of  Ftjb,  from  a very  fmall  Size  to 
that  of  a middling  Cod,  are  not  unfrequent. 

Palates  of  Fijh.  fome  oval,  others  of  a fquarilh 
form,  when  perfect,  or  nearly  fo,  are  very  un- 
common i 
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common  ; but  fmall  Portions  of  them,  erpecially 
of  the  fquare  Sort  are  common ; To  thefe  laft, 
Mr.  Llhuyd  hath  given  the  whimfical  Name  of 
Scopula  liitoraliSt  and  to  thofe  of  the  firft  kind, 
Bufonita.  In  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  for  May, 
1755,  P*  409*  ^ Plate  exhibiting  both  Kinds,  in 

fine  Prefervation. 

T^eeth  of  Fijhf  ufually  called  Sharks  Teethy  are 
plentifully  met  with,  except  thofe  of  a large  Size, 
which  are  very  uncommon. 

Back  Bones  of  Fijh,  are  very  common  in  feparate 
Joints,  but  with  three  or  more  united,  are  un- 
common. 

Parts  of  the  Bodies  of  Fijh^  with  the  Scales  on 
them,  arc  not  very  uncommon,  but  none  entire  have 
come  to  the  Author’s  Knowledge. 

Tails  of  Fifhi  arc  frequently  collefted,  and  fome 
few  with  a Vertebra  united  to  them  j there  are  very 
few  of  a large  Size. 

CANCRI  MACROURI. 

‘Lohfiers^  are  not  uncommon,  but  none  of  the 
Specimens  are  perfedl;  the  Bodies  and  Tails  united 
are  not  fo  frequent  as  when  feparated  j the  Claws 
are  alfo  found  feparatcly  of  various  Sizes,  but 
generally  much  injured. 
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Prawns^  are  very  rare;  they  are  nearly  perfedV, 
■and  confiderably  larger  than  thofe  taken  recent  on 
the  oppofite  Coaft  of  the  Ifle  of  'Phanet. 

CANCRI  BRACHYURI. 

Fojfil  Crabs.  Before  the  Publication  of  Dr. 
Hiftory  of  Fo/fils.,  thefe  were  extreamly  rare  in 
England-,  but  fince  that  Time,  thouiandsof  Speci- 
mens here  colledled,  have  pafied  through  the  Au- 
thor’s Hands.  There  are  two  or  three  Varieties, 
but  all  common  except  very  fair  Specimens,  which 
are  ftill  very  rare ; their  Size  varies  from  that  of  a 
fmall  Bean,  to  that  of  the  common  Crab  of  the 
Coaft;  fome  of  them,  efpecially  the  fmaller  ones, 
are  impregnated  by  the  Pyrites. 

E C H I N I T iE. 

Echinites,  here  are  the  Ovarius^  Galeatus,  Pileatus, 
CordatuSy  and  Placentijcrmis  \ .h\ix.  all  of  them  are 
very  rare,  efpecially  the  laft. 

The  Spines,  are  of  the  foliated  Kind,  and  that 
Sort  named  by  Mr.  Llhuyd,  Volvola — both  are  rare. 

A S T E R I A S. 

The  Star  Fijh  of  five  Rays,  has  not  yet  been 
found  entire,  and  its  fingle  Rays  are  uncommon. 
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ASTROITiE  ET  ASTEROPODIUM. 

S/ar  Stones,  with  deprefled  Rays,  and  the  Roots 
of  them  are  very  uncommon ; the  Specimens  of 
the  latter  Kind  were  fo  imperfect,  that  without  better 
Information  the  Author  was  at  a Lofs  how  to  place 
them  in  his  Colledlion. 

BELEMNITES. 

Belemnite,  only  one  Specimen,  and  that  imper- 
feft,  hath  hitherto  been  difcovered.

The  Limpety  is  a very  rare  Fofiil,  having  only 
once  been  colleded ; the  Specimen  was  fmall,  of 
the  ftriated  Sort,  and  fomewhat  imperfeft. 

NAUTILUS. 

The  chambered  NautiluSy  is  a common  FolTil  of 
thefe  Cliffs.  Thefe  vary  in  Size  from  that  of  Hazel- 
Nut  to  that  of  a Man’s  Head,  mod  commonly 
they  have  their  pearly  Shell,  and  are  often  im- 
fnerfed  in  Nodules  •,  there  are  alfo  fome  fmall  ones 
found  of  a ferrugineous  Colour ; very  few  of  the 
large  ones  are  perfect,  having  received  Injury  by 
compreflion.

Small  Fragments  feemingly  of  this  Genm  are 
found  here,  but  very  uncommon  ; the  Chambers 
or  Partitions  appear  to  be  united  by  a Dove -tail 
Suture.

Cylindrical  Bodies,  with  feveral  Concamerations 
pairing  tranfverfly  through  them,  are  generally  of 
the  Size  of  a Swan’s  Qiiill,  and  about  two  or  three 
Inches  in  Length,  fome  petrified,  others  wholly 
pyritical,  and  are  not  uncommon. 

COCHLEA. 

Snail  Shells,  with  a fnort  as  well  as  with  a pro- 
duced Clavicle,  fome  with  their  Shells,  others  denu- 
dated,  are  generally  of  a fmall  Size,  and  imprcg- 
nated  by  the  Pyrites,  and  are  uncommon. 

T R O C H I. 

^he  ^opjhells,  are  of  different  Forms,  fome  flatter, 
others  more  elevated,  of  various  Sizes,  fome  with 
Shells  on,  others  denudated,  mofl;  are  impregnate.! 
with  Pyrites,  and  are  common. 
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CONCHA  VENERIS. 

The  Cowry.  This  is  fmall,  denudated,  pyriticai, 
and  extremely  rare. 

B U C C I N A. 

Whilkes^  are  found  in  confiderable  Quantities, 
varying  in  Form  and  Size,  but  generally  fmall. 

The  Opercula  are  fometimes,  though  rarely  feen. 

N E R I T iE. 

The  Nerites,  are  common  j and  generally  im- 
pregnated w'th  Pyrites. 

TURBINES. 

The  Screw  Shells,  and  calls  of  them  without  th  ‘ 
Shell,  of  various  Sizes,  and  moftly  impregnatecl 
with  Pyrites,  are  very  common.
